and Pacific Affairs Subcommittee staff. House Foreign Affairs Committee, and 
in response to his request gave him a brief general rundown on Sam Adams. 
Since there is a possibility that Adams may be appearing either before the 
Subcommittee or before the full Committee in open session. I asked Kennedy 
if he would remind Adams of the necessary caveats concerning classified 
material and intelligence sources and methods. He said he would be glad to 
and that the Committee has no interest in reviewing such matters. They are 
interested, however, in Adams findings and statements concerning various 
matters that have been presented before the Committee by Defense Department 
representatives. I thanked Kennedy for the call. 
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
